Nortnu CAROLINA Coast SURVEY.— 
The following letter has been received 
at the Executive Office in relation to 


the survey of our coast : 


“U. S. Coast SuRVEY OFFICE, 
Washington, May 30, 1873. 
T. R. Caldwell, 
Goo. of North Carolina, 
Raleigh, N. C. 

Sir :—Upon examination of the stat- 
utes of North Carolina no law can be 
tound for the protection of the officers 
who are now and have been tor many 
years engaged inthe survey of the coast 
and Sounds of your State. The assis- 
tants in the survey of the coast of the 
United States who are employed on 
this duty must necessarilly bave the 
right to enter upon private lands, erect 
signals and secure stations for future 
use, either for national or State pur- 
poses; and I would recommend to the 
Leyislature of North Carolina the p 
sage, at the earliest opportunity, of a 
law, similar to the laws of the other, 
seaboard States for the protection of the 
signals and statious of the triangula 
tion and of the officers engaged ia its 
execution and in surveying, and for the 
assessment of damages in case of disas 
greement as to the extent of the injury 
which may be occasionally and unavoid- 
ably done to private property during 
progress of the work. (A copy of the 
law in reference to this matter passed 
by other States was enclosed in the 
commuication, with the request that the 
Governor recommend its pasage by our 
Legislature at its next session.)

SUNDAY NIGHT’S TELEGRAMS. 


The Spanish and American Claims 
Commission. 

Wasninaton, April 4.—The first case 
before the American and Spanish Claims 
Commission, which came up for adjudi- 
cation yesterday was that of Perfecto 
De Rogas, against Spain. The peti- 
tioner was a Spanish subjectfand on the 
28th ot September, 1870, declared his 
intention to become a citizen of the 
United States. The Commission for 
settlement of claims of American citi- 
zens against Spain way ratified Februa- 
ry 12th 1871. The Arbitrator for Spain 
takes the ground that Rogas is nota 
citizen of the United States, and cannot 
become such till the time fixed by our 
laws shall expire, and therefore he does 
not come in the terms of the Commision. 
Judge Otto, the Arbitrator of tae Unt 
ted States takes the opposite position. 
There being a division, the decision of 
the case is left to the Umpire, Baron 
Lederer, the Austrian Minister. The 
decision of this case will determine 
the decision in eight similar cases, pend- 
ing before the Commission. This pre- 
cise question, it is claimed by the Span- 
ish aclvocate, has been repeatedly deci- 
ded by the mixed Commission on 
British and American Claims to the ef. 
fect, that notwithstanding the claim- 
ants have expressed their intention, 
they still remained subjects of their 
mother country until the necessary 
formalties have been completed. 

The Louisiana Troubles. 


NEw ORLEANS, May 4.—Twelve 
houses, on Lafayette and Freret streets, 
were burned this afternoon. Loss 
$30,000. During the fire a den of nickle 
counterfeiters was discovered, and a 
large quantity captured, and several ar- 
rest were made. 

The citizens of Iberia Parish organiz- 
ed a tax resisting association to-day. 
The meeting was very enthusiastic. 
Addresses were mace by several mem- 
bers of the bar, who offered their ser- 
vices free of charge. Resolutions were 
adopted, endorsing Gov. McEnery’s re- 
pudiating Kellogg, and urging resist- 
ance to the usurper’s collection of taxes. 
A hundred Metroplitans, with a piece 
of artillery, have gone to St. Martins- 
ville, St. Martin Parish, to install Kel- 
logg officers. 


St. Louis Congressional Convention. 


St. Louris, May 4.—Forty-three mem- 
bers of Congress, representing in part, 
the States of Alabama, Arkansas, Iili- 
nois, Louisiana, Michigan, Missouri, 
New York, Nebraska, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, Tennessee and Wisconsin have 
already arrived. Of the invitations to 
participate in the Congressional Con- 
ference, which is to meet here on the 
18th inst., only six of those invited have 
so far declined, and they, solely because 
of important business engagements. 

Capt. Jas. B. Eades, Capt. Wm. 
Gould, Capt. John A. Scudder and G_ 
B. Allen, have been appointed a special 
committee,to report, in detail, the wants 
of Mississippi Valley, most requiring 
Congressional attention. 

A request has been received from New 
Orleans,that each Chamber of Commerce? 
or a like organization in the Mississipp1 
Valley be invited to send a delegation 
to the Conference. It has been decided 
that Joseph Brown, Mayor of this city, 
shall be President of this Conference.

The case of the New Hampshire boy, 
Wilfred Fitts, who has a dangerous 
habit of rising from his bed ina som- 
nambulistic condition and attempting 
to murder other sleepers,is an interesting 
one for the study of psychologists. In 
his waking hours he is an ordinnory lad, 
with the virtues and faults of average 
juvenility, bat not exhibiting in the 
slighest degree the blood-thirsty ten- 
dencies which come over him with the 
mystery of sleep. 

Even before his recent exploits, which 
confined him tothe jail at Exeter, he 
had been known to arise in his slum- 
bers and obtain a_ batchet or other 
weapon and attempt the murder of 
other boys. Once he was found fast 
asleap with a hatchet in his hands, ir 
an attic of some neighbor’s house on a 
hunt fer some one who had usually 
made his lodging there, but was absent 
on that occasion. His attack on Emer- 
son, for which he was sent to jail, came 
very near being tatal,as the victim 
while sleeping Was so terribly cut and 
gashed that he only saved himself 
trom death by such resistance as he 
could muke when awaken by his 
wounds, 

But even in the prison Fitts is an 
ugly customer, for being placed ina 
cell with two men, he endeavored in 
the middle of the night to cut their 
throats with a razor which he found on 
the window sill. They seized the Loy 
and shook him until hecame to his 
senses. When asked what he was try- 
ing tu do, he did not know, and when 
they told him he began to cry, but af 
terwards dreamily said that it was 
lucky that he had not killed them both. 
The exercise ot such abnormal facul- 
ties seems like echoes from footfalls on 
the boundaries of another world. In- 
vestigators into the secrets of the brain 
and soul have dived deep into the occult 
science of physics, but they have halted 
short of satistactory explanation of the 
strange course of dreams, That twin 
brother of death covers a man all over 
with weird visions, and sometimes con- 
trols the physical powers to marvelous 
doings, 

Philosophers have argued that when 
a person sleeps those parts of his brain 
which have been most exercised during 
the day are sound asleep, like tbe tired 
limbs and muscles, and that other men- 
tal faculties or parts that have been 
dormant or unused during the sunlit 
hours arise thea to ungoverned action ; 
hence they run riot in the wierd fantasy 
ot dreams and sometimes govern the 
natural functions so completely as to 
compel them to the compassing of ac- 
tions strange to the individual who has 
full control in the day of all his powers. 
If this theory is to be accepted, this 
boy must be endowed with great dispe= 
sition towards the shedding of blood, 
which slumbers while he is awake ard | 
rouses when he slumbers. But this is 
actually no more than a supposition, 
and itdoes not release us from the 
enigma of what this mysterlous power 
of somnambulism is. Condocret in his 
sleep thought ona problem which had 
deficd him when awake; Coleridge 
produced the Kubla Khan while 
wrapped in slumber, and there are nu- 
merous other instances of a supernatu- 
ral activity and efficiency of the brain 
whilst the body reposed. 

This soul power of vision enables 
those whom it seizes to walk safely and 
surely in the dark, to tread sately on 
perilous ground, and to act under a 
seeming “and governing intelligence 
which ordinary attaches only to the full 
exercises cf all the mental and physical 
faculties. Such occurrences are com- 
mon, and they take upon them marvel- 
ous torms which defy tracing to their 
sources.
